Beyond assaults on worklngmen seen 


coming from the mine at divert times 
la'.tly no overt acts ot violence were at- 
tempted till 1 o'clock this morning, whan 
• few bullets struck the barricade. The 
men then prepared for action. Judging 
fruin the sounds tbe fighting cam* from 
toe east. There was no confusion, no 
crowds on the streets. After tho first 
•hoU bullets flew thick and fast. 
Sud- 


denly afkr twenty-five mlnutfs' firing, a 
rbeet of flame burst oat and a terrific de- 
tonation followed. Tbe attacking party 
YTIH using dynamite. 


When the firing slacked it was evident 


attempts were being mode to fire tbe 
property. Several tanks of fuel oil were 
found on the'east engine house which 
finally ignited. 
The engine room was 


soon in flames. The fire acgiues came 
clanging toward the Coronado, but could 
do nothing a* armed men kept tbe Bre- 
men back at the points of levelled rifiln. 
The flames grew fiercer,^and the men in 
the sbatt bouse were compelled to flee. 
A dozen shots were fired as they ran over 
the trestle work, but they reached the 
dump safely. 


By this time a large crowd hid gathered. 


Bnndredswere ready to a»i t, but thi 
rioters and firebug* were concealed near 
• handing and held them back. Other 
buildings in tbe vicinity some ignited and 
the firemen rallied and began fighting tbe 
niw f.rtts. 
In the meantime the crowd 


procured rifles and revolvers and guarded 
the firemen. Tbe Ore was dually con- 
trolled and but four residences were 
'destroyed. 


More terrible than t':e bolacaust was 


the loss of life. Jerry O. Keel'e, foreman 
of hose No. 2 wo* shot In the side and 
mortally wounded, 
while turning on 


•water. One unknown man wa* found 
dead, bis body mangled by the dynamite 
explosion, and another was mortally 
wounded In tbe same way. John Mabo- 
ney, a miner at Bif; Four, who was near 
the Emmet mine was shot in the stomach 
and died in the arms of his companions. 


At 3.30 this morning an attack was 


made on the Emmet mine. 
Over 100 


tliots were fired, but a telephone roe- 
la ;t from tbe mine states tbe attack was 
repulsed and no lives known will be lost.

Shown by the Discoveries Made 


In the Excavations at 


Babylonia. 


VALUABLE WORK OF J. n. flAYNES. 


Who Directed the Second Expedition Sent 


Out From Philadelphia. 
His Work 


Classed with that of Layard and 


Victor Place In Assyria. 


The Philadelphia Public Ledger of re- 


cent date contained a long and Interesting 
article on tbe explorations in Babylonia, 
with which J. H. Haynes, well known 
here, has bean connected for several 
years. Among other things tbe Ledger 
say* 


"The announcement of the discovery in 


Babylonia of an engineering work con- 
structed 4,000 years before Christ Is 
naturally startling to those who have been 
taught to believe that mankind has 
inhibited the earth for a less period than 
6,000 years. It Is tbat of an arch of burnt 
brick placed at the outlet of a drain under 
tbe foundations of the Tempel of Bel, 
among the ruins of the ancient city of 
Nippur (or Nnffar, as it IE now called,) In 
tbe northern portion of the Babylonian 
plain. 
An underground drain of burnt 


bricks, with a brick arch, bespeaks a race 
of highly civilized people, by whom and 
for whom it was constructed. Bach a 
civilization must have hod a long ancestry 
bock to the origin of rtfi human species, 
and the fixing oi the date when this arob 
was built at 4000 B, O. leads to the infer- 
ence that primitive man must have 
existed many thousand years before 
Christ, certainly as many aa 
GOOO or 


7000 B. C. 


"No discoveries in recent times have 


been so valuable in a historical sense as 
those made by the expl iridg expeditions 
seat out by the department ot archaeol- 
ogy of the museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania, which have been«mployed 
principally in making excavations , in 
Nufl'ar among the ruins of the great 
temple of Bel. The Babylonian section of 
the department has, within the past eight 
years, expended about $100,000 in this 
work, the first expedition having gone 
out in 1SS8 nnder Professor John F. Peters 
as director and Professor Hermon V. Hil- 
precht as Assyriologist. 
Excavations 


were made in 1889 and 1890, and much 
material was gathered. 


"The second expedition was under J. H. 


Haynes as director, who was an instructor 
at Robert* college in Constantinople, and 
was connected with the first expedition 
as its business manager and photographer. 
He remained continuously on the ground 
from April 11, 1883, to February 15,1390, 
braving the climate and suffering great 
privations In carrying on the work. He 
made systematic excavations, searching 
for the original bed and banks of fhe 
stream Shatt-en-Nil, examining the lower 
strata of the temple, excavating down to 
the water level and making a systematic 
stndy of the ancient system of Babylonian 
drainage. The detailed results of the last 
three years' work have not been pub- 
lished, but a London dispatch of recent 
date stated that Professor Hllprecht, now 
in Constantinople, had said that the in- 
scriptions demonstrated the existence of 
a civilization 2,600 years earlier than any 
heretofore recorded. 


"Professor Hilprecht has published the 


first volume of a'work giving an account 
of these excavations. He states that tho 
accumulations of debris above 
the 


pavement made by Naram-Sin covered a 
period of about 4,500 years of Babylon- 
ian history. He also s.*id he was fnlly 
prepared to state what might seem like a 
fairy tale to many, that the date of the 
founding of the temple of Bel and the 
flret settlement in Nippur was eomewhere 
between 6,000 and 7,000 years before 
Christ, and possibly even earlier. 
He 


copies from Mr. Haynes' report: 
We 


must cease to apply the adjective 'earli- 
est'to the time of Sorgon, or to any age 
or epoch within 1,000 years of his ad- 
vanced civilization. The golden age of 
Babylonian history seems to inclr.de the 
reign of Sargon and Ur-Qur,) (the latter 
being 2,800 years B. C. and the former 
S,£00 B. C.

shirt, which was covered with clotted 
blood from a terrible gash In his throat- 
No trace of blood could bo found by 
which to follow bis footsteps and the 
parties who searched tbe hillsides above 
Furnace street today had a hopeless task, 
yet every foot-of the ground was fcoured. 
The searchers looked into the bushes, be- 
hind walls and sheds, through the till 
grass and weeds, but all In vain did a score 
of men and boys hunt for a blood-stained 
corpse. The river was the probable recep- 
tacle of the body, but at no time during 
the day could any tidings of relief be car- 
ried to the wife, who sat encircled in her 
humble home by sympathetic friends. 


Tha Insane man who committed the act 


was William Coshman, 32 years of age and 
a laborer at the Windsor print works. He 
was taken 111 last week Wednesday and 
was confined to his bed threatened with 
typhoid fever. 
Dr. Mlgnault wa* calleJ 


In to treat him on Friday and had found 
the patient very ill, but in his right mind. 
The wife occupied an adjoining bed room 
with her infant child. 
She went to his 


room at about midnight to give him his 
medicine and found him awake and con- 
scious. 
After making him comfortable 


she left the room, closed the door and 
retired to her own room for the remainder 
of the nigbt. 


At 6.30 o'clock this morning she arose 


and in stepping into the kitchen from her 
bed room she was surprised to find the 
outside door open. She shut the door and 
turned to enter her husband's room when 
a dreadful sight met her gaze. The bed 
clothes were In a heap on the bed and tbe 
pillows and sheet were soaked with blood. 
A blood stained razor lay on the bed and 
in an instant she realized what had 
occurred. 
Her screams were quickly 


responded to by the neighbors who rushed 
into the kitchen and found her lying In 
a faint upon the floor with the infant 
child near by. T he alarm was sounded 
and within a few moments the terrible 
news had traveled far and near. The 
police were notified and they in turn 
informed Medical Examiner Brown. The 
men, who were only too willing to help in 
the search, were organized into parties by 
Dr. Brown and, with instructions from 
him they went on' o the steep hillside. The 
wife was almost positive that the body 
would be found in tbe river, and men and 
boys haunted the banks between the two 
bridges all day, but in vain. 


Mr. Cashoan had complained of occa- 


sional pains in bis head but they were not 
considered indicative of a possible mental 
derangement. Dr. Brown believes the 
man cut an artery in bis throat, which 
accounts for the quantity of blood in tut 
bed. 


Mr. Casbman oame to this olty with his 


wife from Ireland three years ago and had 
since been employed at the Windsor 
print works. He was a steady and reliable 
workman and a good husband, and tbe 
loss to his home is Irreparable. 


Tbe Body Found. 


The body was found by the police this 


afternoon at 4 o'clock lodged against a 
pile of the Main street bridge and only 
covered by a foot of water. 


Tbe only garment on the body was a 


nightshirt. A crowd numbering several 
hundred persons gathered at the bridge 
and gazed at the body as it lay on tho 
muddy bank. 


Medical. Examiner Brown was notified 


and viewed the remains.

Pirates on the high Gens oonld hardly 


bo a more dangerous menace to com- 
merce between nations than this fluctu- 
ation of exchange between countries on 
different standards. Outside of a few 
money changers at coast ports, business 
men of the States hardly notice from 
week to week the variations in exchange 
between their country and Europe. But 
in the business relations between the 
United States aud Mexico the changing 
difference between the standards is a 
matter of hourly concern. 


"What's exchange today?" goes with 


every morning's salutation between 
merchants in Monterey. 


"Silver's up," or "silver'sdown," is 


the commercial newa of first importance. 


The shrewd repreientatives of a San 


Antonio (Tex.) jobbing house on his 
way back to the States from his mid- 
summer round of the cities of Mexico 
said: 


"Here's a variation of 9 cents be- 


tween the gold standard, of the States 
and tho silver standard of Maxioo within 
two weeks. How is a man going to eell 
goods or do any business between the 
countries when he has got to make al- 
lowances for such fluctuations. When I 
sell a bill of goods to a Mexican mer- 
chant on six months' tima I've got to 
figure the prices high enough to save ray 
house in ths event that si Ivor drops by 
One of those violent fluctuations before 
the day of settlement cornea. Tha mer- 
chant has got to mark the retail prices 
on a margin sufficient to protect him 
against possible change. And so Ameri- 
can goods must be sold in Mexico at two 
margins above legitimate profits in or- 
der to protect the American jobber and 
the Mexican storekeeper against these 
rapid up and down movements of the 
standards. The condition is simply ruin- 
ous to trnds. People will not bny when 
prices arc raised on them. My houso 
may make a tremendous profit or barely 
save itself in n sale of goods on sis 
months' time. That isn't the way to do 
business. You might as well have a 
Chinese wall between two countries as 
these fluctuations. And this is what we 
will have on a vastly greater scale if the 
United States goes to a silver standard 
and Great Britain and the European na- 
tions continue the gold standard. I know 
what this thing ot two standards means 
between Mexico and the States, aud I 
don't want to see it in onr trado with 
Great Britain and Europe." 


Monterey ia perhaps the moat Ameri- 


canized of Mexican cities. It has added 
a lunch counter to its other American 
institutions. The traveler can sit on a 
stool and appease his hunger in as short 
order as he doenin the States. Herewith 
is given tho price list that those familiar 
with the quick meal restaurants of the 
States may make for themselves the 
comparison between sandwiches oa a 
gold basis and a la silver standard:

Those prices are in Mexican silver, 


worth 50 cents uu the dollar in Ameri- 
can money. 


One ia very quickly impressed with 


the fact that if lw is paying for a dish 
made from a product of the country a 
Mexican dollar gota as far as an Amer- 
ican at this lunch counter. If, on the 
other hand, the taste for something 
grown in tba States must be gratified 
the Mexican dollar is equal only to an 
America:! half dollar. There is, how- 
ever, a marked exception to thia rnle. 
If tho MeJtu-nn product has a gold mar- 
ket in the United States it costs twice 
as much here as it did before silver lost 
half its reach. Such is the case with 
coffee. When silver was at par Mexican 
cofteo was sold for 19 cents and 20 cents 
a pound in Mexico. Now it commands 
that in the United States and sells for 
88 cents aud 40 cents a pound here. 
The patron at tho Mexican lunch coun- 
ter pnys 12 cents for the cup of coffee 
which ho gets for 5 cents nt the lunch 
counter iu the States. If, while picking 
his cold chicken at 25 cents—chicken 
and money both of native production—he 
fancies one of the small bottles of olives 
on a shelf, he tiuds that it takes a dol- 
lar to purchase what costs 35 cents in 
the States, So with all of the imported 
luxuries. Prices are from double to 
treble the figures in tho States. 


Mr. Montieth, the proprietor of the 


Hotel Hidalgo, pays his waiters $15 a 
month, which he says is a big price for 
Mexico. His American chef he pays 
$40 a month, while his Mexican cooks 
receive from $SO to $35. The beds are 
made and the rooms cleaned by Mexican 
fcoys. They receive $13 a month. There 
are no chambermaids in Mexico. Bar- 
keepers get $25, porters $10 and laun- 
:)rymen $8 a month. This is all in Mex- 
ican money. Like all Americans in 
Mexico, the proprietor of the Hidalgo is 
receiving numerous letters from ao- 
qnaiutaEces, in tbo States who want to 
know all about the practical working! 


of silver in a silver country. This Is Ha 
reply just sent to ona of his inquiring; 
friends: 


"Does any sane man believe that fret 


coinage by the United States alone 
would double the price of silver? Does 
any one believe thut the passage of a 
free coinage law by the United States 
would raise tho price of silver ot the 
frorld, which is at least $5,000,000,000, 
from 67 oents to $1.89 an ounce? 


"You don't believe it, nor does any 


reasonable man. Let me tell you what 
the result would bo. The United States 
would be iu tho same comHLJon as re- 
gards finance that Mexico is in today. 
Mexico has lost all of her gold and is, 
in consequence, on a strictly silscr basis. 
Her silver 'dollar passes, both at home 
and abroad, at its bullion value. All 
tier paper money, including national 
bank notes, passes nt €0 cents on the 
dollar. It lakes two Mexican dollars to 
pay one dollar of interest on private 
gold contracts or on the national debt. 
In either case it takes $£00 .to pay the 
interest on $1,000 for oue year at 10 
per cent. It takra $200 to pay for $100 
worth of goods in the United States, 
England, Germany, France or any other 
gold standard country. 
Most of the 


necessaries of life have doubled; in price, 
but wages have advanced very little. 
The laborer is paid his wages in 50 cent 
dollars, but pays for what he must lay 
in the equivalent of gold, two dollars 
for ona. 


"Mexico is prospering, not because of 


free silver, but in spita of it. Mexico is 
prospering tdcauaa she has at the head 
of the government one of the greatest 
statesmen on earth, who, by encourag- 
ing foreign capital, is developing the 
natural resources of the country.

Tho reason 
is this: The successful farming farmers 
have been studying tho moat economical 
methods of production, the most profit- 
able varieties of farm products and the 
changing opportunities offered by the 
market, while the political farmers have 
studied "Coin's Financial School" and 
the question how free coinage would 
give (hem double prices for what they 
would have raised if their financial 
studies had not absorbed BO much of 
their time nod attention.

The trouble about the title to the church 


property sold by St. Patrick's church in 
Williamstown to Williams college has 
been amicably adjusted. In 1887 a morf 
gage on the church was taken to secure 
a note for $700 by the late Patrick Lally 
of Williamstown, and not by W. H. Lally 
of North Adams, as was published. The 
latter, who was administrator of his 
father's estate, says he never knew of the 
existence of such a mortgage until his 
attention was called to it recently and he 
found it on record at Adams. The mort- 
gage had never been discharged and 
there was no evidence to show that the 
note had ever been paid except an entry 
in an account book, which of course 
would have no weight against such an 
evidence of indebtedness as a recorded 
mortgage. However, neither the note 
nor the mortgage wns found by Mr. Lally 
when he settled his father's estate, and 
he promptly discharged the mortgage, as 
he was perfectly willing to do, and as the 
other heirs desired to have him. 


This action shows how groundless were 


the suspicions of a few predjudiced peo- 
ple that Mr. Lally was trying to collect 
the note a second time. He never thought 
of such a thing, but by discharging the 
mortgage on the evidence adduced he 
freely relinquished what would seem to 
be a perfectly valid claim.

Cairo, Sept. 21.—A dispatch from the 


Anglo-Egyptian expedition states that 
Dougola, tho objective point of the ex- 
pedition, has been taken without 
meeting with any resistance from the 
Dervishes, the place being unoccupied. 
The dispatch adds that the town of 
El llaflr, north of Dongola, to which 
place the Dervishes retreated, was cap- 
tured after a hot engagement. After 
the place had fallen into the hands of 
the expedition, the Egyptians captured 
twenty-seven grain-laden boats, the 
loss of which will be a severe blow to 
the Dervishes. The latter made des- 
perate 
efforts to recapture 
the 


boats, 
but 
a 
heavy 
flre 
was 


poured 
into them by the 
troops 


and the gunboats and they wore 
finally compelled to abandon their at- 
tempts to regain possession of the 
boats and their cargoes. After their 
defeat the entire Dervish force re- 
treated southward upon Dongola. At 
the same time the expedition's steam- 
ers started for the1 same place, and 
being the quicker, reached there before 
the Dervishes. The city was found to 
be 
deserted by warriors and the 


steamers at once lauded a force of in- 
fantry to hold it until the !•—-ival of 
the rsain body of the expeditiu.i 
At 


the time the dispatch was cent the 
Dervishes were approaching Dongola 
overland, and scouts reported that they 
were carrying many of their wounded 
with them. 
Included nmong their 


wounded are some of the most noted 
chiefs. It is expected that as the Der- 
vishes are without food or other stores 
that they will make a most desperate 
attempt to get possession of Dongola. 
El Ha fir was not taken by the troops 
until after a most stubborn resistance 
on the part of the Dervishes had been 
overcome. The riflemen of the latter 
fought behind well made mud forts 
and in trenches that were strewn with 
mats. These defences, however, were 
soon wrecked by the heavy fire of the 
Egyptian artillery and the Maxlu but- 
tery that was manned by the Oon- 
naufrht rangers. The Dervishes stood 
the flre brav«ly but were finally com- 
pelled to withdraw from the place. 
Their cavalry took no part in the en- 
gagement, remaining some distance 
off in the desert watching the result 
of the battle. When the British and 
Egyptians landed the entire force re* 
treated southward. 


Dervishes Were Outwitted.
